Halifax 
on strike 

O Workers are picketing across HRM 


At least the city will have beer to 
help drown its labour sorrows. 

About 130 unionized employ¬ 
ees at Oland Brewery voted in 
favour of a new seven-year deal 
with their employer Sunday. The 
details of the contract were not 
made available, although Labatt 
spokesman Wade Keller says the 
deal includes pay increases as well 
as enhancements to the employ¬ 
ees’ defined-benefit pension plan 
— which workers will now pay 
into. 

But the brewery was just one of 
many skirmishes between unions 
and management across HRM. 

Faculty and staff at Dalhousie 
University voted 83 per cent in 
favour of striking on Friday after 
talks with the school’s adminis¬ 
tration broke off Wednesday. Pro¬ 
fessors and staff could walk off the 
job two weeks after a provincial 
conciliator files their report. 

“This should send a message to 
the Dalhousie Board about the 
strength of our resolve to get a fair 
deal,” said Anthony Stewart, Dal¬ 
housie Faculty Association presi¬ 


dent, in a release. 

Talks will resume between the 
province’s district health author¬ 
ities and CUPE, which represents 
over 4,000 health-care and cleri¬ 
cal workers across the province. 
The DHAs and the union will nego¬ 
tiate 18 different collective agree¬ 
ments at what the districts are call¬ 
ing a shared “provincial table.” 

Things aren’t going so well for 
approximately 3,800 workers at 
Capital Health. On Thursday, the 
NSGEU announced talks had bro¬ 
ken down with the employer. The 
union is filing for conciliation, and 
plans to hold a strike vote soon. 

And, of course, you’re still walk¬ 
ing or carpooling to work. The 
transit strike will roll into Week 3 
on Thursday, with no end in sight. 
This morning, members of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 
508 will make a symbolic gesture 
by briefly delaying the Access-a- 
Bus service —which resumes nor¬ 
mal operation this week, with 
Metro Transit supervisors operat¬ 
ing it — as it leaves the garage.

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Feds probe 
possible 
outbreak at 
N.S. salmon 
farm 


The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency is investigat¬ 
ing after seafood company 
Cooke Aquaculture report¬ 
ed a possible virus 
outbreak at one of its fish 
farms in Nova Scotia. 

The New Brunswick- 
based company said Friday 
that it killed salmon in 
two cages after a suspect¬ 
ed outbreak of the 
infectious salmon anemia 
virus at one of its farms, 
though it did not say 
where it occurred. 

The company issued a 
statement saying it killed 
the fish after routine tests 
of its stocks on Feb. 10. It 
referred questions to the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency said it 
was investigating the sus¬ 
pected outbreak, but it, 
too, would not say which 
fish farm is involved. 

Con Kiley, director of 
the agency’s aquatic 
animal health program, 
said that information can’t 
be made public because of 
privacy concerns, though 
he added that the compa¬ 
ny killed thousands of fish 
as a pre-emptive measure 
and is under quarantine. 

He said the virus is not 
a human-health or food 
risk, but the agency’s web¬ 
site says it can kill up to 90 
per cent of infected fish, 
depending on its strain. 

Todd Dupuis, an execu¬ 
tive director with the 
Atlantic Salmon 
Federation, said he was 
not surprised when he 
heard about the suspected 
outbreak because the virus 
has been in Canada before. 

He said his group’s 
main concern is the poten¬ 
tial fallout on wild salmon 
stocks. “The stocks are 
veiy depressed already in 
that region in the Bay of 
Fundy and southern coast 
of Nova Scotia,” he said. 
“They’ve got to make sure 
it doesn’t get passed to 
what’s left of the wild 
stocks.” 

Kiley said tests would 
be conducted at a federal 
lab in Moncton, N.B., to 
confirm whether the virus 
is present. Results are ex¬ 
pected in a few weeks.

Halifax regional council 
should reject an application 
to build a 48-storey highrise 
on Granville Street, city 
staff say. 

In a report going before 
council on Tuesday, staff ad¬ 
vise rejecting United Gulf 
Development Ltd.’s request 
to amend height restric¬ 
tions to accommodate the 
project, now known as 
“Skye Halifax,” formerly 
the “Twisted Sisters.” 

The report gives three 
main reasons: The move 
would significantly affect 
the height policies of the 
Downtown Halifax Plan, it 


would impede the view 
from the Citadel Hill ram¬ 
parts and it would be incon¬ 
sistent with council policy 
for substantially altering 
planning documents. 

“Entertaining the appli¬ 
cation has the potential to 
create an atmosphere of 
general uncertainty about 
council’s commitment to 
its planning documents,” 
the report reads. 

United Gulf has had a de¬ 
velopment deal for 1591 
Granville St. since 2006. 
The original agreement was 
for two 27-storey mixed-use 
buildings, and required 
that construction begin by 
March 2010. 

A year later, council con¬ 
sidered discharging the 


agreement. The developer 
responded with a new vi¬ 
sion for the site — two 44- 
storey towers rising from a 
four-storey “shared podi¬ 
um.” 

“The height of the re¬ 
vised United Gulf’s project 
would require significant 
amendments to HRM’s 
planning documents,” the 
report reads. Specifically, 
the planning documents al¬ 
low for a maximum height 
of 66 metres. United Gulf’s 
proposal is for buildings 
roughly 150 metres tall. 

The report says allowing 
an exception for the devel¬ 
oper would call “ the entire 
approach to building 
heights in the downtown 
into question.”

O Studies show that children raised in foster care face 
higher risks of homelessness, criminal conviction 



Child-care advocates say a 
chronic crisis in the foster¬ 
care system is only worsen¬ 
ing as more children enter 
the system with complex 
needs and fewer families 
volunteer to help. 

Halifax youth justice 
lawyer Chandra Gosine 
has seen a steady rise in 
the number of kids in fos¬ 
ter care coming through 
his door since he opened 
his practice in 1983. 

Go sine’s clients range in 
age from 12 to 17, and 
most have either been in 
foster care or a group 
home. 

“More and more, there 
are people involved in 
criminal activity who are 
in those two levels of 
care.” 

He believes abuse, psy¬ 
chological baggage and 
multiple foster-care place¬ 
ments put many children 
on a road to trouble. 

Gosine says the law is 
too often used as a blunt 
instrument for kids who 
need help, not a criminal 
record. 

Const. Richard McDon¬ 
ald, a youth-court liaison 
officer in Halifax, sees 
hope in the growing use of 
restorative — rather than 
punitive — practices in 


group homes. 

“They’re exploring the 
underlying issue of what 
caused the child to do 
what he or she did and 
then they’re using restora¬ 
tive practices to tiy to deal 
with it,” he said, adding 
that a combination of 
mental-health, education 
and community resources 
are part of the program. 

“These are kids with 
huge issues,” McDonald 
said. 

Jessica Reid of Winnipeg 
went from foster care to 
drug addiction to having 
her son cared for by others 
before finding a happy 
ending that she traces 
back to one loving soul. 

Her name was Joan and 
she was a respite worker 
who took Reid into her 
home in Gimli, Man., 
when she was a scared, 
lonesome 13-year-old. 

“She actually cared,” 
Reid, now 29, said from 
Winnipeg where she’s rais¬ 
ing her six-year-old boy, 
Nathanial. 

Reid says she’s among 
the lucky ones who made 
it through a rough child¬ 
hood with help from a fos¬ 
ter family that had a 
lasting, loving influence.

Some children are 
placed in foster care 
without full safety 
checks while others 
wind up in supervised 
apartments or 
overcrowded homes, say 
child advocates who 
warn of a deepening cri¬ 
sis across the country. 

“There are problems 
when you hear people 
from the front line talk¬ 
ing about the fact that 
we’re placing kids in 
homes where the study 
hasn’t been done,” said 
Peter Dudding, execu¬ 
tive director of the Child 
Welfare League of Cana¬ 
da. “We’ve got kids 
being placed in homes 
where the home is over 
the allowable number of 
children. 

“This is just wrong. 
And it’s dangerous.” 

Dudding said repeat¬ 
ed efforts to recruit 
more families have had 
limited success.

Man dies

One man is dead and an¬

Cpl. Greg Hicks of the 
Kings District RCMP said 
about 40 firefighters 
responded to the blaze 
around 11:30 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urday at a centuiy-old 


house that had been 
converted into two 
apartments. 

Hicks said the fire start¬ 
ed in the kitchen of the 
top-level apartment and 
two men were trapped in¬ 
side. 

Crews worked to 
retrieve the men and both 
were transferred to the 
Valley Regional Hospital, 
where a 44-year-old man 
died shortly after arriving. 

Hicks said a 53-year-old 
man was airlifted to a Hal¬ 
ifax hospital Sunday 
morning and remains in 
critical condition. 

He said the deceased 


was a resident of the 
apartment, while the oth¬ 
er man was visiting. 

The lower-floor tenant 
was able to escape the 
blaze safely and crews 
were able to contain the 
fire, Hicks said. 

“They were able to con¬ 
tain the fire itself to the 
kitchen of the upstairs 
apartment; however, 
there is extensive smoke 
damage throughout the 
building,” he said. 

Officers are investigat¬ 
ing the cause of the fire 
and police have not 
released any names.

more militaiy defectors and 
seeks to tighten control 
over the small pieces of ter¬ 
ritory in its hands.

Canada’s policy 


A Canadian expression of 
goodwill toward the Pales¬ 
tinian people was left on 
the cutting-room floor 
when Foreign Affairs Min¬ 
ister John Baird addressed 
the United Nations General 
Assembly last fall. 

Baird rejected early de¬ 
partmental drafts of his 
maiden address to the UN 
that said Canada is a “lead¬ 
ing supporter” of the Pales¬ 
tinian people and outlined 
major spending that 
backed that assertion, The 
Canadian Press has 
learned. 

Baird ended up deliver¬ 
ing a much tougher ad¬ 
dress than envisioned by 
his speech writers, one 
that unequivocally empha¬ 
sized Canada’s support for 
Israel — a position for 
which he makes no apolo¬ 
gies and which has gener¬ 
ated much criticism of 
Stephen Harper’s Conser¬ 
vatives. 

Copies of the draft texts 
of the speech, obtained un¬ 
der the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act, show Baird used a 
radically reworked text 
when he represented Cana¬ 
da for the first time at the 


General Assembly on Sept. 
26, 2011. 

In his address, Baird 
drew a parallel with pre- 
Second World War ap¬ 
peasers of Nazi Germany, 
saying: “Canada will not ac¬ 
cept or stay silent while 
the Jewish state is attacked 
for defending its territory 
and its citizens. The Sec¬ 
ond World War taught us 
all the tragic price of‘going 
along’ just to ‘get along.’” 

The only direct refer¬ 
ence to the Palestinian peo¬ 
ple in Baird’s address was 
to emphasize Canada’s op¬ 
position to the Palestinian 
Authority’s stated plan to 
seek recognition of state¬ 
hood at the assembly. 

The Palestinian state¬ 
hood issue dominated last 
fall’s session of the assem¬ 
bly, and Canada’s opposi¬ 
tion — mirroring that of 
many countries, including 
the United States — was 
well known at the time. 

Indeed, the first draft of 
Baird’s speech noted that 
“Canada has been very 
clear that it does not sup¬ 
port the recognition of 
Palestinian state.”

^ Two days before Abbas's 
speech, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper held a 
face-to-face meeting with

► Last month, Baird travelled 
to Israel, accompanied by 
an orthodox Jewish rabbi 
from his Ottawa riding, 
and repeatedly told his 
hosts that Israel has no 
greater friend than Cana¬ 
da. 

► Baird’s office declined to 
comment on the UN 
speech writing process. 


Anonymous threatens Toews 
over controversial Bill C-30

Hacker group Anonymous 
is demanding Canada’s 
Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews put an end to pro¬ 
posed Internet-surveillance 
legislation, Bill C-30, and re¬ 
sign, or they say they will 
release information during 
“Operation White North.” 

In a video uploaded 
Thursday, the group speaks 
out against Bill C-30, which 
critics say would give police 
too much snooping power 
and violate Canadians’ pri¬ 
vacy. 

If passed, the bill would 


allow authorities to de¬ 
mand Internet-service 
providers hand over sub¬ 
scriber information such as 
name, email address and In¬ 
ternet Protocol (IP) address 
without a warrant. 

The video features an im¬ 
age of a masked man and a 
computerized voice-over 
that talks about the Protect¬ 
ing Children from Internet 
Predators Act. 

“All this legislation does 
is give your corrupted gov¬ 
ernment more power to 
control its citizens,” the 
voice said. 

“We know all about you, 
Mr. Toews, and during Op¬ 
eration White North we 
will release what we have 


unless you scrap this bill.” 

Another person who ap¬ 
pears to be unaffiliated 
with Anonymous already 
published alleged details of 
the minister’s divorce on a 
Twitter account 

(@Vikileaks30). 

Toews called for an in¬ 
vestigation into the matter 
after the Ottawa Citizen re¬ 
ported that the posts were 
coming from an IP address 
linked to the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

A series of farewell post¬ 
ings by Vikilealcs suggested 
the poster was not from Ot¬ 
tawa and that many people 
have access to the email ad¬ 
dress in question. 

“You are showing the 


government that the peo¬ 
ple have the real power. 
Farewell,” one of the final 
posts said. 

The account appeared to 
be shut down on Friday. 

Following the Twitter 
posts, the Winnipeg Free 
Press obtained an open let¬ 
ter Toews wrote to his con¬ 
stituents which said he has 
been the victim of “exten¬ 
sive personal” attacks by 
his political opponents. 

Toews said Bill C-30 will 
bypass the second reading 
and head to committee, 
where potential amend¬ 
ments to the piece of legis¬ 
lation could be made.

The head of the Royal 
Canadian Navy says Cana¬ 
da needs to bolster its mil¬ 
itary presence in the 
Arctic to prepare for a 
boom in human and eco¬ 
nomic activity resulting 
largely from climate 
change.

Iran retaliates by 
halting oil shipments 


Iran has halted oil ship¬ 
ments to Britain and 
France, the Oil Ministry said 
Sunday, in an apparent 
blow against the European 
Union after the bloc im¬ 
posed sanctions on Iran’s 
crucial fuel exports. 

The EU imposed tough 
sanctions against Iran last 
month, which included a 
freeze of the country's cen¬ 
tral-bank assets and an oil 
embargo set to begin in Ju¬ 
ly Iran’s Oil Minister Ros- 
tam Qassemi had warned 
earlier this month that 
Tehran could cut off oil ex¬ 
ports to “hostile” European 
nations. The 27-nation EU 
accounts for about 18 per 


cent of Iran’s oil exports. 

The EU sanctions, along 
with other punitive meas¬ 
ures imposed by the U.S., 
are part of Western efforts 
to derail Iran’s disputed nu¬ 
clear program, which the 
West fears is aimed at devel¬ 
oping atomic weapons. Iran 
denies the charges. 

“We have our own cus¬ 
tomers and have no prob¬ 
lem to sell and export our 
crude oil to new cus¬ 
tomers,” said the Oil Min¬ 
istry's Ali Reza 
Nikzad-Rahbar. 

Britain’s Foreign Office 
declined comment and 
there was no response from

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China bank 
to lower 
ratio to 
free up funds 

China’s central bank will 
lower the ratio of funds that 
banks must hold as reserves 
in a move that frees tens of 
billions of dollars for 
lending and aims to help 
spur slowing economic 
growth. 

The reserve requirement 
ratio for major commercial 
banks will be decreased Fri¬ 
day to 20.5 per cent from 21 
per cent, the People’s Bank 
of China said Saturday. 

The cut frees money for 


lending at a time when the 
growth rate is expected to 
drop from last quarter’s 8.9 
per cent to closer to eight 
per cent. The cut is the sec¬ 
ond in two months. The 
bank had pushed the rate 
to a record 21.5 per cent in 
June after consumer prices 
rose by a three-year high of 
5.5 per cent the previous 
month.

Greek PM scrambles for bailout 


Greek Prime Minister Lu¬ 
cas Papademos rushed to 
Brussels on Sunday, a day 
before eurozone finance 
ministers have to decide 
whether his country will 
get a 130-billion-euro 
bailout and avoid a poten¬ 
tially devastating default. 

Leaders from Germany, 
Italy and Greece have said 
they are optimistic that 
the deal on a second 
bailout for Athens can be 
clinched after months of 
delay, but critics doubt the 


Greek political leaders’ 
commitment to austerity 
and there are difficult de¬ 
tails to be ironed out. 
Greece is straining to se¬ 
cure the rescue loans and 
the debt-relief deal quickly 
to avoid defaulting on a 
14.5-billion-euro bond re¬ 
demption on March 20. 

The government has al¬ 
ready pushed a massive 
austerity and reform pack¬ 
age though parliament and 
is expected to introduce in 
parliament on Monday two 


more pieces of emergency 
legislation — including 
wage and pension cuts. 

High-level finance min¬ 
istry officials from 17 euro 
countries were already 
meeting in Brussels Sun¬ 
day to evaluate Greece’s 
latest austerity plan.

With 760 bus drivers walk¬ 
ing picket lines, 870 profes¬ 
sors voting to strike and 
3,800 health-care workers 
heading for conciliation, it’s 
no surprise news that 36 
provincial court judges have a new three- 
year deal with the province passed al¬ 
most entirely unnoticed. 

Judges don’t actually negotiate their 
salaries. That would be unseemly. An as¬ 
sociation speaks for them — sort of a 
union, but with a gentler sounding name 
and less formal power. Who needs formal power when 
you’re speaking forjudges? 

Judges can’t strike. A three-member tribunal hears 
submissions from their association, the government 
and anyone else who cares to comment. The tribunal 
considers those arguments 
and then decides. 
Binding arbitration, if you 
will, but without the bag¬ 
gage. 

The ostensible reason 
for all this non-negotiating 
negotiating is to “maintain 
the independence of the 
judiciary,” so they can’t be 
“corrupted by the tempta¬ 
tion to curry favour among 
certain litigants in order 
to gain financial advan¬ 
tage.” 

Judges, of course, have 
mortgages, families, needs 
and wants. Not to mention 
jealousies that judges in 
other jurisdictions get 
more than they do. Their 
issues aren’t that different 
from us lesser mortals: 


“I would note 
that three per 
cent of a judge’s 
salary adds up to 
close to $ 7,000 
more a year, 
while one per 
cent of the 
average Nova 
Scotian’s salary 
of $39,500 totals 
less than $400 
a year.” 


salaries, pensions, perks. 

So how did the judges do? 

Not bad. During the past 10 years, in fact, provincial 
court judges’ salaries in Nova Scotia increased from 
$144,000 to $207,577. 

And, while the province is committed to holding the 
line at one per cent for other public servants, the tribu¬ 
nal decided judges needed three per cent. New salary: 
$214,000. 

Pensions? The tribunal decided the public-service 
pension plan, which caps indexing for everyone else at 
1.25 per cent, isn’t sweet enough. Judges’ pensions — 
paid out of the same pot — will be indexed at 75 per 
cent of the consumer price index to a maximum of five 
per cent. 

I’m not quibbling with the specifics. 

But I would note that three per cent of a judge’s 
salary adds up to close to $7,000 more a year, while one 
per cent of the average Nova Scotian’s salary of $39,500 
totals less than $400 a year. 

The gap between those who have and those who 
don’t grows. 

Still. Again.

As Whitney Houston’s fu¬ 
neral took place this past 
Saturday, the tragedy of 
her death is still fresh in 
our minds. However, Hous¬ 
ton, like Michael Jackson, 
may have a legacy that can 
outlive our collective mem¬ 
ory of her somewhat taint¬ 
ed past. 

But that doesn’t happen 
on its own. There are pro¬ 
fessionals who specialize 
in the act of “sanitizing” 
the image of a deceased 
celebrity. “The estates of 
dead celebrities these days 
are so savvy and there’s a 
handful of people that 
manage it in Hollywood,” 
explains Jo Piazza, author 
of Celebrity Inc. How Fa¬ 
mous People Make Money. 
“Whitney’s estate will like¬ 
ly sign on with one of 
them because they know 
what to do to kind of sani¬ 
tize a celebrity who has 
died in an unsavory way. 
They’re also bulldogs to 
make sure that the image 
is not used in a way that is 
one, not profitable for 
them and two, will contin¬ 
ue to damage the brand in 
perpetuity.” 

Piazza notes that 
Michael Jackson’s estate 
used the same experts that 
had worked on Elvis Pres¬ 
ley’s estate after he died. 
Many may forget that Pres¬ 
ley also died young and, on 
the toilet. But Jackson and 
Presley at the top two dead 
celebrity earners. Why? Be¬ 
cause they present brand¬ 
ing that allows new 
generations to become 
fans and then, consumers. 

“Michael Jackson’s es¬ 
tate benefited from the 
fact that Conrad Murray 
was convicted,” she says. 
“That kind of clears his 
name and de-stigmatizes 
him going forward. The 
way Whitney Houston 
died, that’s not a family- 
friendly way to die. And if 
you die in an un-family 
friendly way, similar to 
Amy Winehouse, it’s hard 
for parents to encourage 
that next generation of 
consumers to sign on to 
this brand.”

Elvis Presley’s respective 
Cirque du Soleil shows, in 
addition to Presley’s Grace- 
land, not only generate big 
money for their estates, 
but indoctrinate new gen¬ 
erations as fans of their 
music.

“There’s no reason that 
something similar [to the 
success of Presley and Jack- 
son] couldn’t happen with 
Whitney Houston after her 
estate and her name have 
had room to separate from 
the way she died. Five 
years from now, will Whit¬ 
ney be remembered for 
her grace and for her 
songs? Or will she be re¬ 
membered for dying from 
whatever comes out in the 
autopsy? It takes PR and 
smart planning and smart 
work. There’s potential 
there.” 


We asked movie critic for 
Fandango.com Grae Drake 
to speculate as to who could 
play the key roles in a Whit¬ 
ney Houston biopic if one 
were to be made today. But 
Drake warned us first, that 
the public will need dis¬ 
tance from her death in or¬ 
der to appreciate a 
fictionalized retelling of her 
life. “Biopics usually do bet¬ 
ter when people have had 
time to forget what it was 
like to live through it in the 
news,” she says.

Full steam ahead 

O How will the landmark deal for Irving Shipbuilding impact Halifax? © Metro Halifax looks at all the angles

The shipbuilding contract is expected to create 
11,500 local jobs for the economy during peak 
years and 8,500 during an average year. Irving 
Shipbuilding itself is anticipating a peak number 
of 2,700 employees compared to its current staff of 
1,400. It expects to start growing its trades 
workforce sometime in late 2013 or early 2014 and 
is currently accepting resumes on its website. 



For years, Nova Scotians 
have watched a struggling 
economy push young 
workers west, leaving be¬ 
hind an aging population.

This 
multibillion-dollar 
deal is one of the 
most valuable public 
sector procurements 
of the post-war era. 

per cent jump in the 
province’s GDP. 

“This has been de¬ 
scribed as a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity for 
Nova Scotia. The fact is, 


some people never live to 
see an opportunity like 
this,” said Premier Darrell 
Dexter.

During good economic 
times, people spend more 
on things like entertain¬ 
ment and recreation.

rant industry will begin 
benefitting from the ship¬ 
building contract as early 
as next year. However, five 
years down the road, she 
expects business to be 
brisk, pegging the growth 
at a “conservative” 30 per 
cent over today. 

Coffin figures some 
types of restaurants will 
experience more growth 
than other types. 

“I think we’ll see it 
more in the pub and fami¬ 


ly dining kind of area,” 
she says, noting the im¬ 
pact will be felt less in 
high-end restaurants. 

Part of the reason for 
the improved sales will al¬ 
so be the increased popu¬ 
lation that will settle in 
Halifax to take advantage 
of the increase in econom¬ 
ic opportunities resulting 
from the shipbuilding ac¬ 
tivity. 

“You’re going to have a 
lot more people in the 
city,” says Coffin. 

“Therefore, you’re go¬ 
ing to have a lot more peo¬ 
ple going out to dinner, 
going to a pub for a few 
drinks or something like 
that.” 

At the Ardmore Tea 
Room, owner Mike Cormi¬ 
er is expecting the ship¬ 
building project to be 
good for business. 

“I think it can’t do any¬ 
thing but help,” he says. 
“It’s a lot of people with 
very good jobs, jobs that 
will allow them to have 
some disposable income. 
In a place like this where 
we do a lot of breakfast 
and stuff like that, I think 
it’ll be good.”

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O Ambitious planned projects are set to dramatically alter the skyline 



While the shipbuilding 
contract is too new to have 
had an impact on the 
cityscape of HRM, there 


are a handful of ambitious 
projects for Halifax and 
Dartmouth that are set to 
dramatically alter the 
cities over the life of the 
project. 

Developer Fares Inc. 


was thrilled to hear the 
news that up to 20,000 
people will be moving to 
HRM to work on the ship¬ 
building contract. Fares’s 
massive King’s Wharf proj¬ 
ect is underway and is well 


situated to offer homes to 
many of the newcomers. 
When it’s done, the proj¬ 
ect on the Dartmouth wa¬ 
terfront will consist of five 
buildings, mixing condos, 
apartments, commercial 


and retail space. Two resi¬ 
dential buildings are un¬ 
der construction and due 
to open in the fall. The 
109-metre-tall centrepiece 
of the King’s Wharf com¬ 
plex has not started, but is 
slated to open in 2015. 

It will be certain to lure 
Irving employees with the 
one thing downtown Hali¬ 
fax can’t offer them: A mil- 
lion-dollar view of 
downtown Halifax. 

What is currently a gi¬ 
ant hole on Argyle Street, 
strewn with mannequins 
for an art project, is still 
supposed to become the 
Nova Centre, the much- 
discussed new convention 
centre, office building and 
hotel. All three levels of 
government have pledged 
financial support for the 
$300-million project, but 
developer Rank Inc. is 
looking to secure anchor 
tenants before breaking 
ground. 

If the shipbuilding con¬ 
tract increases the need 
for related professionals in 
the city — think account¬ 
ants and lawyers — that 
could be good news for the 
Armour Group’s Waterside 


$350M 

The project is expect¬ 
ed to generate more 
than $350 million in 
federal, provincial and 
local tax revenue. 

Over the course of the 
project, municipalities 
are expected to see al¬ 
most $250 million in 
property tax revenues, 
which will assist in 
stabilizing residential 
and commercial prop¬ 
erty tax rates. 

Centre near the Historic 
Properties in downtown 
Halifax. The planned nine- 
storey office building has 
clearance to proceed, but 
work has not started. 

Sands at Salter spent the 
summer as an urban beach 
and it will likely stay that 
way for the next couple of 
years. It is high-value land 
on the waterfront, but has 
no developer yet. 

If other developments 
in HRM go ahead and find 
success, Sands at Salter 
could follow with a signa¬ 
ture project.

O HRM task force can make some 
adjustments to the Regional Plan

The HRM task force over¬ 
seeing the city’s growth 
during the shipbuilding 
years goes by the covert¬ 
sounding name of RP+5: 
Phase 2. 

In English, that’s Re¬ 
gional Plan, five-year re¬ 
view. Phase 1 of the 
25-year plan, which start¬ 
ed in 2006, was focused on 
downtown Halifax. Phase 
2 is expanding to the ur¬ 
ban cores — peninsular 
Halifax and Dartmouth in¬ 
side the Circumferential 
Highway. 

Andy Fillmore, HRM 
manager of urban design, 
says the shipbuilding pop¬ 
ulation boom is exactly 
what the municipality 
needs. 

“It’s perfect timing. We 
can make some adjust¬ 


ments to the Regional Plan 
to accommodate this in¬ 
credible opportunity,” he 
says. 

“HRM has very slow 
growth, the province has 
slow growth, and when 
you make a policy change 
... it’s hard to steer that 
ship. This kind of growth 
gives the municipality 
steerage. We have enough 
momentum now that 
when we make a policy 
change, we can actually 
see the result.” 

The RP+5 task force 
brings its work to HRM 
council’s standing commit¬ 
tee on Community Plan¬ 
ning & Economic 
Development, which car¬ 
ries its work onto the main 
body of council for ap¬ 
proval. Fillmore highlights 
three themes you will see 
repeated through this fea¬ 
ture: Where we live; how 




we get around; and how 
we spend the money. 

The plan is to encourage 
people to live in the urban 
cores, get around by foot, 
bike or public transit, and 
spend the tax revenue im¬ 
proving existing neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

The flip side would be 


expanding suburbs, using 
more cars and building 
services in new areas. 

Fillmore says the task 
force is already seeing re¬ 
sults from the first five 
years. It removed barriers 
to urban core develop¬ 
ment by streamlining 
planning rules so instead 


of waiting two years, de¬ 
velopers wait two months. 
He points to cranes at City 
Centre Atlantic on Spring 
Garden Road and work 
about to start at the Water¬ 
side Centre, the TD Bank 
Tower and the new Halifax 
Central Library. 

The task force is also en-

couraging growth along 
“urban corridors” like 
Young Street, Wyse Road, 
Robie, Agricola and Gottin¬ 
gen streets. The infrastruc¬ 
ture needs — schools, 
parks, recreation centres, 
businesses — are there 
and underused. 

Fillmore says the task 
force hopes the result will 
be a greener, more sus¬ 
tainable HRM.

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Moving people from Point A to Point B 

O Estimates predict that HRM’s population could grow by 20,000, which means they need a way to get to work

It is estimated the influx of 
shipbuilding workers into 
HRM could increase the 
city’s population by 
20,000. Getting them to 
work will be a big chal¬ 
lenge for the city. 

Public transportation 
will step up to handle 
much of the increase in 
traffic. Lori Patterson, 
spokeswoman for Metro 
Transit, says they have 
been talking with HRM 
Strategic Transportation 
Planning and Irving. 

“We will continue to 
work with them to identi¬ 
fy new travel patterns be¬ 
ing formed (and) how to 
best accommodate these 
new demands,” she says. 

Metro Transit is mid¬ 
way through a five-year 
plan to expand its network 
of buses and ferries. Patter¬ 


son says that while HRM 
residents love to dream 
about fast ferries from 
Bedford, light rail from 
Tantallon and under-har¬ 
bour tunnels from Eastern 


Passage, the reality will be 
more mundane. 

“Buses may not be as at¬ 
tractive a mode of travel as 
rail or ferry, but they get it 
done,” she says. “They are 


cost efficient and help you 
build a sustainable sys¬ 
tem.” 

In short, Metro Transit 
wants to provide more 
buses, more often. Patter¬ 


son says it’s driven by eco¬ 
nomics and flexibility. Bus¬ 
es can change routes to 
deal with changing popu¬ 
lation density, while trains 
and ferries are stuck with 
the tracks and terminals. 

Metro Transit saw a 30 
per cent growth in the last 
five years. It built a bigger 
garage in Ragged Lake and 
is buying more articulated 
buses to increase carrying 
capacity. The old Dart¬ 
mouth bridge terminal is 
being modernized, as will 
the street terminal on 
Lacewood Drive in Clayton 
Park. The terminals in 
Highfield Park and Burn¬ 
side will follow. 

Metro Transit also 
wants to add more of the 
popular Metro Link and ru¬ 
ral Metro X express buses, 
as well as a new ferry on 
the Woodside-Halifax 
route. 

All of that work will al-

Automobile sales are 
expected to increase 
by about 750 new 
units per year of the 
project. This translates 
to an expected 
$i7-million annual 
increase in gasoline 
sales and $ 7-5 million 
in car insurance 
premiums. Public 
transportation is also 
expected to see an 
increase of about 
$5 million annually. 

low Metro Transit to carry 
26 per cent of HRM’s traf¬ 
fic by 2031 — more than 
double what it could carry 
in 2009. 

There will inevitably be 
more cars on the roads, too, 
but plans to handle that 
have not yet taken shape.

The shipbuilding project 
will substantially increase 
HRM’s population. Esti¬ 
mates factoring in workers 
bringing spouses and chil¬ 
dren put the number of 
new residents at about 
20 , 000 . 

Statistics Canada count¬ 
ed 403,200 HRM residents 
in 2010, meaning the ship¬ 
building contract will in¬ 
crease the municipality’s 
population by five per 
cent. Those people will 
need schools, hospitals, 
garbage removal and all of 
the other services expect¬ 


ed of a city. Is HRM ready? 

HRM had just started a 
five-year regional review of 
its services when the deal 
was announced. The plan 
“sets the visions and goals 
for HRM’s growth and de¬ 
velopment over the next 
20 years,” says a report 
HRM provided to Metro. 

“The impacts of the 
shipbuilding contract will 
change our city. More 
homes, facilities, services 
and programs will be need¬ 
ed to meet the needs of the 
8,000-plus people em¬ 
ployed directly and indi¬ 
rectly for the contract and 
its spinoffs, and their fami¬ 
lies. HRM is preparing for 


these impacts,” it says. 

The strategy is to en¬ 
courage population densi- 
fication in the downtown 


areas to make better use 
of existing facilities and 
services. As such, HRM 
wants to grow the popula¬ 


tion of peninsular Halifax 
and Dartmouth inside the 
Circumferential Highway 
by 25 per cent. 


“Growing the regional 
centre enables us to tap in¬ 
to existing infrastructure 
of roads, utilities, stores, 
services, schools, among 
many other things,” the re¬ 
port says. 

That would mean a real 
change from the way HRM 
has been growing over the 
past few decades — sprawl. 

“This is a key considera¬ 
tion, as the cost of provid¬ 
ing services to high-density 
areas is much less than 
constructing new infra¬ 
structure to service new 
developments farther from 
the core. Smart growth cre¬ 
ates sustainable communi¬ 
ties, where there is less 
sprawl, fewer cars on the 
road, and attractive and vi¬ 
brant areas where people 
can live, work and spend 
leisure time,” it says. 

The urban core areas 
would not have to make 
major changes to absorb 
another 20,000 people. If 
newcomers choose to set¬ 
tle in the outlying subur¬ 
ban and ex-urban areas, 
HRM could find itself fac¬ 
ing costly bills to stretch 
its network of services 
over greater distances.

Much has been made of the 
$25 billion that will be 
added to Nova Scotia’s 
economy by the shipbuild¬ 
ing contract, but it will 
come at a cost. 

As outlined in other arti¬ 
cles in this feature, provid¬ 
ing municipal and 
provincial services for the 
20,000 new residents won’t 
be cheap. 

Will it drive your taxes 
up? 

The contract is forecast 
to generate up to $250 mil¬ 
lion in new municipal prop¬ 
erty tax over the life of the 
project. In a report called 
RP+5, HRM staff say that’s 
not a greatly significant fig¬ 
ure. 

“Although the estimated 
$250 million in property 


tax is a boon in helping to 
meet HRM’s community 
planning, infrastructure, 
and service delivery needs, 
it is small compared to the 
overall cost of providing 
services to a growing popu¬ 
lation,” it says. 

Much of that revenue 
(and other property tax) 
will be invested into grow¬ 
ing housing opportunities, 
transit and active trans¬ 
portation infrastructure, 
along with neighbourhood 
and community amenities. 

“Such investments im¬ 


prove our quality of life, re¬ 
duce energy consumption 
and greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, and would be sustain¬ 
able over the long term,” 
the HRM report says. 

A Greater Halifax Part¬ 
nership report predicts the 
project will generate more 
income taxes, too. Federal¬ 
ly, it forecasts an additional 
$66 million per year, while 
the provincial take will 
grow by $51 million. Corpo¬ 
rate income will grow by 
$34 million per year. 

“Given the aging popula¬ 


tion and the increased pres¬ 
sure on public spending for 
health care, this two- 
decade-long source of sig¬ 
nificant tax revenue will be 
veiy important,” the GHP 
report says. 

More money will boost 
the local economy in the 
form of an additional $400 
million over the life of the 
project in disposable in¬ 
come spent in local stores, 
restaurants and entertain¬ 
ment spots like night clubs 
and cinemas. Construction 
businesses are also expect¬ 
ed to earn more. 

The GHP report con¬ 
cludes all of this “will assist 
in stabilizing residential 
and commercial property 
tax rates.” 

HRM financial staff said 
it was too soon for them to 
agree or disagree with that 
assessment.

The shipbuilding contract 
will only change Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality perma¬ 
nently if many of the 
workers stick around after 
the job is done. 

Marilyn More, the 
provincial minister for 
labour and advanced educa¬ 
tion, says companies will 
want to hang on to talented 
workers, and the province 
wants to grow with new¬ 
comers. “We have great 
economic opportunities in 
front of us that will require 
both employers and em¬ 
ployees to step up their 
game. All Nova Scotians 
need to ask themselves 
what they need to do to 
adapt to our new workforce 
realities,” she says.

Make sure your 
workplace is sensitive to 
cultural differences and 
open to diversity.

again. 

► Welcome the worker’s 
family. Often, workers will 
bring husbands, wives or 
children. Often, it will be 
the family that decides to 


stay or leave. Provide a 
“welcome wagon” to new¬ 
comers introducing them 
to the wider community 
and resources in it. Give 
them a local buddy to turn 
to for advice on life in HRM. 

► Boost workplace safety. 
Nothing says “I care” more 
than ensuring your employ¬ 
ees are able to work in a 
safe environment. An un¬ 
safe, unwelcoming work¬ 
place will drive good staff 
out and let the bad thrive. 

► Keep growing. A success¬ 
ful, dynamic workplace is 
more likely to retain work¬ 
ers in the long term than a 
stifled one. 

► Be good to work with 
and work for. Create a 
good corporate culture by 
recognizing achievements, 
supporting employee 
health and seeking em¬ 
ployee opinions. Engaged 
employees are more likely 
to work productively — 
and less likely to look for 
work elsewhere.

Although the shipbuilding 
contract is expected to 
span the next 30 years, 
2012 to 2030 has been 
dubbed the “Shock Period” 
— the time frame that’s ex¬ 
pected to have the biggest 
impact on Nova Scotia’s 
economy. 

Negotiations on the first 
part of the contract, the 
deal to build six Arctic Off¬ 
shore Patrol Ships, are ex¬ 
pected to conclude in late 
2012. From 2012 to 2013, 
engineering and design is 
slated to begin on the pa¬ 
trol ships and steel will be 
cut for their production, 
which is slated to wrap up 
in 2020. 

Production of the six pa¬ 
trol ships is expected to 
overlap with the design and 
engineering of 15 Canadian 
Surface Combatants 

(frigates and destroyers) 


from 2015 to 2018. The 15 
combatants are expected to 
be completed by 2041. 

In 2020, the six offshore 
patrol ships and 15 combat¬ 
ant vessels are slated to be 
in production simultane¬ 
ously — making it the 
busiest and most lucrative 
year for the project. That 
year, Irving Shipbuilding 
expects peak employment 
to reach 2,700. 

A Conference Board of 
Canada study forecasts an 
additional 11,500 local jobs 
in 2020 due to the project, 
as well as a total boost of 
$897 million to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s GDP that year.

With the shipbuilding 
project, there are both blue 
and white collar compo¬ 


nents to the project. Not 
surprisingly, this is going 
to create a large opportuni¬ 
ty for local educational in¬ 
stitutions to help meet the 
demand with its graduates. 


“I think the direct jobs 
related to the shipbuild¬ 
ing contract, in terms of 
constructing the ships 
and all of the component 
parts that will go into the 


ships certainly lends it¬ 
self to the type of learn¬ 
ing our students 
undertake, the types of 
professions they pursue,” 
says Don Bureaux, the 


president of Nova Scotia 
Community College 
(NSCC). 

Not surprisingly, NSCC 
has seen a large boost in 
the interest of its pro¬ 
grams. For example, 
NSCC had four times the 
number of applications in 
November 2011 than No¬ 
vember 2010 for its weld¬ 
ing program at the 
Alcerley campus. At its Pic- 
tou campus, the increase 
was ninefold. 

At Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty, the school sees its role 
in the shipbuilding proj¬ 
ect as providing graduates 
with the right skills, as 
well as being involved in 
research. 

“Dalhousie will be in¬ 
volved in the research 
side of things initially 
through our faculty of en¬ 
gineering, but also 
through the Halifax Ma¬ 
rine Research Institute,” 
Stephen Hartlen, the ex¬ 
ecutive director of Dal- 
housie’s Office of Industry 
Liaison and Innovation, 
wrote in an email. 

He says it’s likely that 
programs will be added 
or modified over the 


course of the shipbuild¬ 
ing project. 

“The picture will be¬ 
come clearer when actual 
construction starts,” he 
says. 

At Saint Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity, there haven’t been 
any programming changes 
to date relating to the 
shipbuilding project, says 
spokesperson Steve Proc¬ 
tor. 

That being said, he says 
faculty and administration 
will continue to look for 
ways to work with private 
sector partners to ensure 
Saint Mary’s grads have 
the skills needed to meet 
future opportunities. 

“While much of the di¬ 
rect trades training will be 
carried out by other insti¬ 
tutions, our business stu¬ 
dents are taught the skills 
that will allow them to fill 
supervisory and project 
management positions 
and our computer science 
program will create stu¬ 
dents ready to take on the 
technical tasks associated 
with the IT and software 
engineering parts of the 
effort,” Proctor wrote in 
an email.

Money 

O Wages skyrockted during Alberta’s 
oil boom O Will same happen here?

Alberta has the hottest 
economy in Canada, 
boasting average weekly 
earnings of $1,052.53. No¬ 
va Scotia sits near the bot¬ 
tom at $779.43. The 
shipbuilding boom is a ba¬ 
by next to Alberta’s oil, 
but it will drive some 
wages up. Will the bottom 
follow? 

It has in Alberta. The 
vast need for workers 
means people leave when 
a better paycheque comes 
along. Despite an official 
minimum wage of $9.90 


an hour, most “minimum 
wage” jobs near the oil 
centres actually pay more 
than that. During the high 
times a few years ago, Cal¬ 
gary coffee shop workers 
were offered signing 
bonuses and earning dou¬ 
ble minimum pay. 

Sonya Gulati, an econo¬ 
mist with TD Bank, says 
the effect won’t be as dra¬ 
matic in Nova Scotia, and 
it will depend on the in¬ 
dustry. Those directly in¬ 
volved in shipbuilding 
will do well. 

“If Irving can pay twice 
as much as another manu¬ 
facturer, you’re going to 


have all of your labourers 
go to that particular firm 
and you won’t have any¬ 
one left for the other 
guys,” she says. 

If the others want to 
stay in the game, they will 
have to increase wages. 
Manufacturing, construc¬ 
tion (especially residen¬ 
tial) and industries related 
to subsections of ship¬ 
building can anticipate a 
wage rise. That will trickle 
through to other sectors 
because if the manufac¬ 
turing businesses are do¬ 
ing well, they will need 
more accountants and 
consultants. 

But the retail sector 
likely won’t benefit. If a 
coffee shop managed with 
10 staff pre-shipbuilding 
contract and loses two to 
better wages, it will proba¬ 
bly just get by with eight. 

“And something like a 
teacher won’t have a lot 
of wage pressure because 
of the unionized envi¬ 
ronment,” Gulati says. 

Lars Osberg, an eco¬ 
nomics professor at Dal- 
housie University, agrees. 
“It would be nice to think 
that there will be so much 



more demand for 
labour in Halifax that 
wages will be bid up 
for everyone, but I 
do not think so. 

“Measured on a 
year-by-year basis, 
the Irving con¬ 
tract will not 
have a big 
enough impact 
on labour de¬ 
mand for that 
to happen.” 

So don’t 
count 
signing 
bonus with 
your dou¬ 
ble-double 
any time 
soon.

When Pat Lyall heard that 
Halifax had landed the $25- 
billion shipbuilding con¬ 
tract, a thought ran 
through her mind. 

“My immediate reaction

As a result of landing the 
$2 5-billion shipbuilding 
contract, not surprisingly, 
Irving Shipbuilding plans 
to go on a bit of a hiring 
spree. 

According to spokesper¬ 
son Mary Keith, Irving 
plans to grow its workforce 
by approximately 1,500 
over the next eight years to 
build the Royal Canadian 
Navy’s new combat fleet. 

It would appear the 
word is getting out to 
prospective employees. 

“Since Oct. 19, Irving 
Shipbuilding has received 
close to 8,800 applications 
(70 per cent staff and 30 per 
cent trades),” Keith wrote 
in an email. 

Currently, Irving has al¬ 
most 20,000 resumes on 
file. 

The positions that need 
filling will require people 
with specialized skills. For 
this reason, Irving is casting 
a wide net to find the right

candidates and is looking to 
Canada, the United King¬ 
dom and the United States 
to fill this need. In fact, a 
hiring fair was held in Stir¬ 
ling, Scotland, last week. 

Besides the people at Irv¬ 
ing who will be working on 
the project, the increase in 
economic activity will rip¬ 
ple throughout the econo¬ 
my and create a demand 
for labour. 

Nova Scotia, just like the 
rest of Canada, has an aging 
population, which means it 
is already challenging to 
find people to fill positions. 
This problem will only 
grow as the shipbuilding 
project takes effect. 


To help with this, immi¬ 
gration will play a crucial 
role in filling labour mar¬ 
ket needs. 

“Immigrants will go to 
places in the world where 
there are good jobs for 
them and where there is a 
future for them to have 
with their families,” says 
Elizabeth Mills, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Nova 
Scotia Office of Immigra¬ 
tion. 

Traditionally, Nova Sco¬ 
tia has struggled with the 
retention rates of immi¬ 
grants, but that has im¬ 
proved considerably in 
recent years. 

Consider that in 2004, 
the retention rate was 37 
per cent. By 2010, it had 
jumped to 68 per cent. 

Mills says that as the 
economy begins to boom, it 
will further help attract 
and retain immigrants. 

“As the economy booms 
and there are good jobs 
available, those immigrants 
will find a life and will stay 
here,” she says.

As the shipbuilding project 
takes effect, some sectors 
of the economy will experi¬ 
ence more growth than 
others. 

Fred Bergman, the sen¬ 
ior policy analyst with the 
Atlantic Provinces Econom¬ 
ic Council (APEC), says the 
manufacturing sector will 
experience the biggest 
growth. 

“Shipbuilding is part of 
the manufacturing sector, 
so that sector is going to 
see a big increase in activi¬ 
ty,” he says. 

Other manufacturing 
sub-sectors will benefit and 
this includes metal fabrica¬ 
tion and machine and 
welding shops. 

Bergman says the con¬ 
struction industry will ex¬ 
perience the second 
biggest growth levels, espe¬ 
cially in the first few years 
of the contract where in¬ 
frastructure will need to be

built on site at Irving Ship¬ 
building. 

With more people work¬ 
ing, this will lead to in¬ 
creased spending on 
shelter, both in the con¬ 
struction of homes, apart¬ 
ments and condos, as well 
as money spent on renova¬ 
tions. 

“That’s where a good 
chunk of our income is 
spent, on shelter,” notes 
Bergman. 

The professional servic¬ 
es industry, which includes 
fields like accounting, law 
and engineering, will see 
the third largest gains, pre¬ 
dicts Bergman. 



He says that with large 
amounts of money chang¬ 
ing hands, accountants 
will be needed to count the 
money, lawyers will be 
needed to iron out the de¬ 
tails of contracts, and engi¬ 
neers will be needed for 
ship design and construc¬ 
tion. 

The wholesale and retail 
trade industry will experi¬ 
ence the fourth largest 
growth rates, followed by 
the FIRE sector, which 
stands for finance, insur¬ 
ance and real estate. 

“We know all of the peo¬ 
ple earning incomes are 
going to need finance, in¬ 
surance and real estate, but 
the project itself needs fi¬ 
nancing,” says Bergman. 
“It’s a big project, there’s 
going to be money bor¬ 
rowed in some cases.” 

The sixth largest rates of 
growth will be felt in the 
personal services sector, 
which includes things like 
daycare, dry cleaning, hair¬ 
dressing and spa services.

Publicity surrounding the 
shipbuilding contract 
throws around a lot of 
“millions” and “billions” 
of dollars, but how will 
that affect the cost of liv¬ 
ing for ordinary people not 
directly involved in the bo¬ 
nanza? 

Sonya Gulati, an econo¬ 
mist with the TD Bank 
Group, has studied the 
wider ramifications of the 
contract. 

“The impact to our 
provincial economic fore¬ 
cast is most noticeable in 


2013, when shipbuilding 
production begins in 
earnest and federal funds 
are flowing,” she writes in 
her report. “This new proj¬ 
ect appears likely to create 
many thousands of new 
high-paying jobs over the 
next 20 or 30 years.” 

Reached on the phone 
at her Toronto office, Gu¬ 
lati says that will make life 
harder for those already 
struggling to pay bills. 

“For a household that is 
really tight in terms of its 
budget, they’re going to 
have an even tougher time 
making ends meet because 
their wage gains aren’t

keeping up with their 
goods,” she says. 

She explains most peo¬ 
ples’ wages were not 
keeping up with inflation 
as it was, meaning life 
gets more expensive each 
year. The influx of well- 
paid shipbuilders will add 
to that pressure. 

“If a person was previ¬ 
ously making $65,000 and 
all of a sudden is making 


$70,000, and that hap¬ 
pens all around the com¬ 
munity, then you’re going 
to have more wealth and 
you’re going to have more 
demand for goods,” she 
says. “That’s going to 
mean prices are going to 
be increasing.” 

Gulati looked at Statis¬ 
tic Canada’s Consumer 
Price Index for Halifax, 
which declined 0.1 per 


cent in 2009. Factoring in 
the shipbuilding contract, 
TD forecasts it will rise by 
between 1.6 and 1.9 per 
cent in the next few 
years. 

The increases affect the 
CPI’s “basket of goods,” 
the normal expenses of 
food, alcohol, tobacco, 
shelter, furniture, cloth¬ 
ing, recreation, trans¬ 
portation and utility bills. 


Each is weighted and col¬ 
lated into the final CPI 
number. 

Gulati says it will be 
felt especially in housing. 
More people with better 
salaries competing over 
the same pool of housing 
means prices will rise for 
rentals and for buying. 

The same basic effect 
spreads across the other 
components of the CPI.

Although he doesn’t have 
a crystal ball, Wayne Mac¬ 
intosh already has a good 
sense of which neighbour¬ 
hoods in the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality will be 
popular to potential new 
residents moving here to 
take the jobs created by 
the Irving Shipbuilding 
contract. 

“The north end of Hali¬ 
fax is going to benefit the 
most and the fastest,” says 
Macintosh, the president 
elect of the Halifax-based 
Nova Scotia Association of 
Realtors. 

That’s because the 
north end is close to the 
shipyard and — for now, at 
least — house prices there 
are fairly affordable. 

Another location that 
Macintosh predicts will be 


popular because of its 
housing price point is 
Fairview, which has many 
detached and semi-de¬ 
tached houses, including 
several with basement 
apartments that generate 
rental income. 

However, the south end 
of Halifax won’t likely see 
a shipbuilding-related 
spike in new homeowners. 
“That area tends to take 
care of itself,” says Macin¬ 
tosh. 

In recent months, real¬ 
tors have experienced slow 
condo market sales all 
over the HRM. Condos 
tend to appeal mainly to 
two demographics. 

The first is young peo¬ 
ple who want to get into 
the real estate game but 
have no interest in cutting 
the grass, shovelling snow 
or handling maintenance. 
The second is empty 


nesters looking to down¬ 
size. 

There may even be 
some spinoff to smaller 
communities an hour’s 
drive away, such as Truro 


and Windsor. People who 
are moving from big cities 
and used to commuting a 
fair distance to and from 
work won’t mind travel¬ 
ling from outlying areas. 


As for those planning to 
sell their homes in the 
next five to 10 years? 
There is good news tem¬ 
pered with caution. 

“It will be veiy positive 


that property values will in¬ 
crease,” says Macintosh. 
“But on the flip side, if you 
sell your house but want to 
buy another home in the 
same area, it will level out.”

At this point, it’s anyone’s 
guess how the federal Irv¬ 
ing Shipbuilding contract 
will impact the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality’s hous¬ 
ing market, but industry 
experts are forecasting 
good things to come. 

The local economy in 
the HRM recorded modest 
growth in 2011, as both 
employment and the 
labour force increased by 
one per cent, according to 
the January 2012 Housing 
Now report released by 
CMHC’s Market Analysis 
Centre. 

Positive net migration 
to the city, low interest 
rates and the announce¬ 
ment of the shipbuilding 
contract contributed to an 
increase in apartment 
rental starts, existing 
home sales and average 
prices.

The average price of a 
new single-detached 
home in the HRM 
increased 13 per cent 
in 2011 to $400,405. 
The strong growth is 
due to an increased 
demand for higher- 
priced homes 
throughout the 
Halifax census metro¬ 
politan area, as 55 per 
cent of all new single- 
detached homes sold 
were in excess of 
$ 350 , 000 , compared 
to 40 per cent in 2010. 

According to some re¬ 
ports, between 10,000 and 
12,000 new jobs will be 
created in the HRM during 
the first decade of the con¬ 
tract, up to the year 2021. 

“We have to ask, what 
does that mean for hous¬ 


ing demand and value?” 
says Matthew Gilmore, 
senior market analyst at 
the Atlantic Market Analy¬ 
sis Centre. 

For a slow-growing 
economy such as Hali¬ 
fax’s, for every 100 jobs, 
50 new housing units are 
built in the form of apart¬ 
ments, condos, townhous- 
es and detached and 
semi-detached homes. 

Employment is one of 
the most critical factors in 
new housing growth. 
“New jobs attract people 
from other parts of the 
province, country and 
world,” says Gilmore. “All 
of those people need to 
live somewhere.” 

There is typically more 
housing movement within 
a larger population base, 
which will result in more 
home sales; predictions 
are between 200 and 300 
more homes sold per year. 

If you were planning to 


sell your home in the 
next decade, do you al¬ 
ready have dollar signs in 
your eyes? While there is 
no crystal ball to forecast 
your future prospects, it 


could be profitable tim¬ 
ing. 

“There’s no question 
that the shipbuilding con¬ 
tract will lead to econom¬ 
ic, employment and 


population growth,” says 
Gilmore. “All of that will 
play together in a positive 
way for the city, including 
on the impact for hous¬ 
ing.”

Will it be a buyers’ or sellers’ market?

With the impact of the 
shipbuilding contract loom¬ 
ing large over the next 
decade, current and poten¬ 
tial homeowners in the Hal¬ 


ifax Regional Municipality 
want to know whether resi¬ 
dential property values are 
going to spike as high as 
they have in larger Canadi¬ 
an cities such as Vancouver 
and Calgaiy. 

The experts believe that 


prices will rise, but not 
drastically — and not all at 
once. “Our market has tra¬ 
ditionally been more stable 
than a boom-and-bust cy¬ 
cle,” says Wayne Macin¬ 
tosh, the president elect of 
the Halifax-based Nova Sco¬ 


tia Association of Realtors. 

The average price of a 
new single-detached home 
in the HRM increased 13 
per cent in 2011 to 
$400,405. Despite an in¬ 
crease in sales, the average 
price of an existing home in 


the HRM decreased 7.3 per 
cent in December to 
$248,893. 

That decline in price is 
partially due to an increase 
in demand for home in sub- 
markets that are below the 
overall average price, specif¬ 



ically the city of Dartmouth 
and Sackville, where sales 
increased 45 and 23 per 
cent, respectively. 

In the city of Halifax, 
there was an increase in de¬ 
mand for lower-priced 
homes in above-average 
priced submarkets, where 
sales of homes priced below 
$250,000 increased 20 per 
cent in December. 

The statistics support the 
fact there are good things 
in store in the years ahead 
— especially if you are plan¬ 
ning to sell. 

“Sales are taking place 
all over the HRM,” says 
Matthew Gilmore, senior 
market analyst at the At¬ 
lantic Market Analysis Cen¬ 
tre. 

But what about out¬ 
landish bidding wars? So 
far, they aren’t happening. 
Currently, homes in the 
HRM tend to sell for 97 to 
98 per cent below the ask¬ 
ing price. 

Although average house 
prices have nearly doubled 
in a decade, “We don’t have 
any data to support that 
bidding wars exist,” says 
Gilmore. “That would cer¬ 
tainly be a sellers’ market.”

There is no question that 
the $25-billion Irving Ship¬ 
building contract means 
positive things are going to 


happen in Halifax. But 
even though the contract 
is only in its initial strate¬ 
gic-planning phase, resi¬ 
dents are already 
wondering about potential 
downsides. 


One hot topic of conver¬ 
sation is the value of resi¬ 
dential real estate; the buzz 
is that house resale prices 
will spike in the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality, espe¬ 
cially on the peninsula. 


Another issue is that 
builders may be so busy 
keeping up with the de¬ 
mand for new housing, it 
will be impossible to find 
one who has time to take 
on smaller jobs, such as

An influx of residents and increase in disposable 
income during the shipbuilding “Shock Period”

renovating a bathroom or 
kitchen. 

Paul Pettipas, the CEO of 
the Nova Scotia Home 
Builders’ Association (NSH- 
BA), doesn’t believe there 
is cause for concern on ei¬ 
ther front. “I don’t predict 
any tremendous increases 
in house prices,” he says. 
“It’s not the way our econo¬ 
my works.” 

As for finding a contrac¬ 
tor for any size reno, Petti¬ 
pas advises planning 
ahead. “Spring and sum¬ 
mer are the busiest time 
for contractors, so start 
calling them in the off-sea¬ 
son. As for new houses, our 
contractors build all year 
long.” 

Because the shipbuild¬ 
ing contract was an¬ 
nounced last year and isn’t 


expected to ramp up for 
another two years, contrac¬ 
tors have advance notice to 
plan for increased demand. 

“The shipbuilding con¬ 
tract is a 30-year project, 
and the builders and reno¬ 
vators know what’s com¬ 
ing,” says Pettipas. “They 
have time to staff up. 
We’re already getting calls 
from tradesmen in Alberta 
who want to come home to 
work.” 

More demand will bring 
more supply in the form of 
expanding trades pro¬ 
grams at regional high 
schools and community 
colleges. 

Pettipas is optimistic 
about the next few years. “I 
think it’s going to be a 
good time to be a home- 
owner and a contractor.” 
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Plan ahead when researching project

It’s always a good idea to 
have your renovation or 
homebuilding plans final¬ 
ized well before you want 
the work to start.

small job now, won’t there 
be a shortage of tradespeo¬ 
ple when the shipbuilding 
contract moves into pro¬ 
duction mode? 

“There’s a limited talent 
pool right now, but there’s 
lots of time for supply to 
increase,” Pettipas says. 

Contractors have plenty 
of advance notice to 
arrange to take on extra 
workers, and trades pro¬ 
grams in high schools and 


community colleges are 
expanding to meet the 
forecasted demand. 

Shipbuilding contract in 
play or not, it’s important 
that people don’t hire the 
first contractor who is 
available without carefully 
checking their references.

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Home sweet home 

O Post-secondary students shouldn’t worry about 
affordable housing O Local schools ahead of the game

Halifax is home to six de¬ 
gree-granting universities 
and three community col¬ 
leges that provide a full 
range of high-quality post- 
secondary courses to more 
than 40,000 students. 

When the Irving Ship¬ 
building contract moves in¬ 
to its initial production 
phase, will students have a 
harder time finding afford¬ 
able accommodations in 
the HRM? 

If they are planning to at¬ 
tend Dalhousie University 
and they want to live in res¬ 
idence, their chances of se¬ 
curing a room will actually 
improve in the near future. 
Dalhousie is moving for¬ 
ward with a $48-million 
project in which two new 
residences with a total of 
700 beds will be built. 

“The first one on 


Lemarchant Street is sched¬ 
uled to open in September 
2013,” says Ken Burt, Dal- 
housie’s vice-president of fi¬ 
nance and administration. 
“Work on the second resi¬ 
dence will begin after the 
first one opens.” 

For those who would 
rather live off-campus, Burt 
predicts a continued trend 
of students renting apart¬ 
ments in the suburbs, 
where rents are less expen¬ 
sive than in the city’s pricey 
south end, which is within 
walking distance of most of 
the post-secondary schools. 

While Saint Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity isn’t planning to 
build additional residences 
at this time, “Millions of 
dollars have been spent up¬ 
grading the existing resi¬ 
dences in recent years,” 
says vice-president of fi¬ 
nance Larry Corrigan. “We 
don’t have a waiting list at 
the moment, and we ac¬ 


commodate 35 NSCAD Uni¬ 
versity students in our resi¬ 
dences.” 

At Mount Saint Vincent 
University, officials are 
“monitoring and talking 
about” how the shipbuild¬ 
ing situation might impact 
their student body over the 
next several years, says vice- 
president of administration 
Brian Jessop. 

Currently, there are 405 
residence beds available at 
the Mount, which is located 
on the Bedford Highway. 
“We have never been in a 
position where we’ve had 
to turn students away,” says 
Jessop. In fact, half a dozen 
Nova Scotia Community 
College students rent resi¬ 
dence rooms at the Mount. 

The Mount isn’t plan¬ 
ning to build new resi¬ 
dences at this time, partly 
because many students 
prefer to live in apart¬ 
ments off-campus.

Augustine Brown, a Halifax

love expert. “And if the 


numbers are up, then 
that’s only going to mean 
that everyone’s got a better 
chance of finding someone 
to be with.” 

At the moment, Brown 


says the dating scene in 
Halifax has a few things 
working against it. 

“Everyone is married off 
and stuff by the time they 
are in the early 20s, so if 
you’re older than that, 
there’s a lot less options for 
people,” she says. 

Because of Halifax’s 
drinking culture, Brown 
says meeting people at bars 
can seem like the only op¬ 
tion. Halifax also doesn’t 
have an equal ratio of men 
to women. 

Because women go to 
university at higher rates 
than men, women live in 
the city in greater numbers 
because that’s where the 
highest paying jobs are, 
says Marina Adshade, a Dal- 
housie professor who 
teaches a course called the 
Economics of Sex and Love. 

“The thing about the 
shipbuilding is it’s drawing 
in a lot of jobs that are kind 
of engineering, science- 
based jobs,” she says. “Even 
though there are more 
women in university, those 
jobs are still dominated by 
men. I personally think the 
dating scene is going to im¬ 
prove considerably with

the shipbuilding coming in 
because it should bring 
more men into the city.” 

With the increase in 
population, Adshade ex¬ 
pects more bars to cater to 
a slightly older demograph¬ 
ic. She says another poten¬ 
tial side-effect of the 
shipbuilding contract could 
be more nuptials. 

“An economic boom to 
the city could very well 
mean more marriage in 
Halifax,” she says. 

This is because people 
hold off on getting mar¬ 
ried during uncertain eco¬ 
nomic times. “People don’t 
stop having relationships 
in hard economic times,” 
says Adshade. “They post¬ 
pone marriage and live to¬ 
gether instead.”

As one of the partners in 
the parenting resource 
website, hrmparent.ca, 
Sean Williams is expecting 
the shipbuilding contract 
to increase the number of 
programming activities 
available for families in 
HRM. 

“You’re going to have all 
these people moving here 
from away or coming back 
home,” he says. “I imagine 
a large portion of these 
folks are going to be par¬ 
ents.” 

Besides an increase in 
programming activities, 
Williams envisions that 
entrepreneurs will also 
start businesses that cater 
to the needs of parents 
and families. 

“I would imagine with 
more people moving here, 


it would offer those that 
are thinking about ... set¬ 
ting up a new business the 
reason to do it,” he says. 

On HRM Parent’s web¬ 
site, it lists events and ac¬ 
tivities taking place in 
HRM, as well as a listing of 
products and services 
available to families. These 
listings will no doubt in¬ 
crease as the shipbuilding 
project and the associated 
economic spinoffs take full 
effect. 

With 15 branches in 
HRM, the Halifax Public Li¬ 
braries (HPL) is an example 
of an organization that 
will be affected by the 
shipbuilding project. HPL 
offers programming for 
families and its activities 
include family drop-in pro¬ 
grams and puppet shows. 

“The impact of the ship¬

ning, for families and the 
service as a whole,” HPL 
spokesperson Mario MacK- 
ay wrote in an email.
